A POPULAR LIMERICK 
MAN. 


COMPLIMENT TO MR. J. A. 
O’CONNELL. 


On the occasion of his departure from 
Limerick to take up an important post in 
Dublin. the staff of Messrs. F. Spaight and 
Sons, Ltd., presented Mr. J. A. O'Connell, 
secretary to the company. with a gold watch, 
suitably inscribed. Mr. J. A. Dinan, director 
of the company, made the presentation. The 
Irish Club, of which Mr. O’Connell had been 
president for two years, presented him with a 
handsome suite of furniture. Me Ee oi 
Loughrey, president of the club, was in the 


chair and made the presentation. 


On Sunday last some thirty members of the 
club, including Mr. O’Connell, took part in a 
very pleasant trip by motor boat by way of 
the Grand Canal and the Shannon to Killaloe, 
and thence through Longh Derg to the Holy 
Island. Mr. J. J. Johnston, Grand Canal 
agent, Limerick, gave an interesting account 
of the antiquities and history of the island, 
which is known as Inis Caltra, or “ Church 


Island.” 


The Board of Works has charge of the 
ancient monuments in Inis Caltra, and it 
employs a man who is always ready to con- 
duct visitors to the various ruins and places 
of interest. He is provided with a small boat 
for the purpose of rowing visitors from the 
shore to the island. On Sunday last, how- 
ever, the choppy sea made it so difficult to 
land that members of the visiting party had 
to discard their boots and socks and wade 
from the motor boat ashore and back again. 
It is hoped that the Board of Works may see 
its way to erect a small landing stage on the 
north or south side of the island where visitors 
could step ashore without inconvenience from 


a boat. 


IRELAND’S CHARMS. 
THE PUBLICITY CAMPAIGN. 


The General Council of County Councils. at 
a meeting in Dublin, passed a resolution 
approving the aims and programme of the 
Irish Tourist Association and commending 
the Association to the generous financial sup- 
port of the affiligted County and County 


oreugh Councils. 


Senator W. P. Kenny, who proposed the 
resolution, said that other countries with in- 
ferior attractions to offer in the way of 
scenery, hunting, fishing and sport generally, 
had so developed their tourist traffic that it’ 
had become one of the chief sources of re- 
venue. He knew of no form of national ex- 
penditure that would return such an immedi- 
ate and substantial profit to the country as a 
whole. The well-established business motto, 
“It pays to advertise,’’ had been borne out 
by the experience of other countries, and it 
was essential at the outset to invest money 
in order to divert the various streams of 
tourist traffic towards Ireland. It would be 
dificult to find an argument that would 
justify any County Council in making no con- 
tribution to the Association, which, with the 
limited resources at its disposal, had already 


achieved good results. 


‘The Council had before it a letter from the 
Secretary of the Tourist Association describ- 
ing the work that it is doing. In 1925-6 
Kerry was the only county which struck a 
rate in aid of the Association’s work. For 
the current year the following have done so :—

the amounts and in the number of counties 
striking the rate is a marked improvement, 
my Executive realise that the absence from 
the list of such counties as Wicklow is most 
unsatisfactory, inasmuch as Wicklow’s depend- 
ence on tourist traffic is equal to that of any 
other county.

The photographs will be distributed broadcast 
to newspapers, railway and steamship com- 
panies, etc., all over the world. An editorial ' 
department is being inaugurated to supply 
editorial matter in support of the photographs 
and to produce up-to-date guides for all parts. 
A tourist bureau has been opened in London, 
and it is hoped to have in the near future a 
number of others in operation at home and 
abroad. Interesting publications of local and 
national interest are being prepared for free 


distyibution.”’

KILKENNY. 


The seventeenth annual show of the Kil- 
kenny Horticultural Society in the Court- 
house, Kilkenny, was the most successful in 
the history of the Society. The number of 
exhibits was 438, an increase of 105 over the 
previous year.

CHURCH CATHEDRAL.

Christ Church Cathedral owes its genesis 
to the colonisation of Dublin hy the Danes. 
Where the present cathedral stands, Sitric, 
King of the Ostmen, and Donat, a Danish 
Bishop, founded a church in the year 1038. 
The crypt shows the original plan, and corre- 
Sar pier for pier, with the cathedral of 

aterford, also a Danish foundation. In the 
years following the Anglo-Norman invasion, 
the cathedral was completely altered in 
character, when it was enlarged at the time 
of St. Lawrence O’Toole, one of the princely 
O"Looles of Castledermot, in Kildare.

: THE STOCKS. 

The crypt contains the wooden stocks, 200 
years old, which stood outside the south 
transept until 1821, when they ceased to be 
used as a punishment for evil-doers. Also to 
be seen there are the tabernacle and candle- 
sticks used in the celebration of Mass in the 
time of James II. There is a tablet to Sir 
Samuel Auchmuty, who met with. a tragic 
and gruesome fate. ‘It is said that he lost 
his way in the crypt at a funeral, was acci- 
dentally locked in, and was devoured by 
rats. ) 

South of the remains of the old 13th 
century Chapter house is the silithars of 
the old monastic foundation. Here was the 
passage long known as “Hell ” for some 
reason. This passage led to the “ King’s 
Courts,” held after 1610 in some of the 
buildings of the convent cloister. This may 
have some connection with a strange ad- 
vertisement which is said to have a peared 
in bygone years—‘' To let, furnishe apart- 
ments in ‘ Hell.’ N.B.—They are well suited 
to a lawyer,”’ 
_ According to leases of the 16th century, it 
is apparent that much of the crypt was let 
to tenants, who used their holdings as shops 
and taverns. One of the cellars is described 
as “ Paradise ” in one of these documents. 
There is a record of an instruction issued in 
1678 by the ‘‘Lord Lieutenant and the 
Counsell ” that the Dean and Chapter ‘‘ doe 
use their best endeavours ”’ for removing the 
taverns, tippling houses and tobacco shops 
located in the vaults and cellars, to the great 
annoyance of the said church, 


MANSE RANSACKED. 


BURGLAR’S 35-FOOT JUMP 
FROM POLICE. 


At a Special Court in Newry last evening, 
two young men named Bernard Donaghey and 
Peter Smyth, both of Lindsay Hill, har, 
were returned for trial to the County Down 
Assizes, charged with breaking into the 
licensed premises of Mrs. Mary Rose Garland, 
Newry, and the residence of the Very Rev. 
Dr. W. G. Strahan, Devonshire road, Newry, 
and stealing from the former a razor, a 
cigarette case, and a silver match box, of the 
total value of £2 10s.; and from the latter 
articles to the value of about £35. On the 
second count the accused were jointly charged 
with two other young men, named Francis 
O’Rourke,. of High street, and Daniel 
McMahon, of Castle street, Newry, who were 
also returned for trial. 

Dr. Strahan said that he was on holiday at 
the time of the burglary. and returned to the 
manse to find that it had been thoroughly 
ransacked. Among the articles stolen were a 
safety razor, a pearl necklace, a wristlet 
watch, a pair of opera glasses, two fountain 
ens, pocket handkerchiefs, a bottle of per- 
ume, soap, etc. There was also about £1 3s. 
in money missing. An old shirt was left in 
the house, and he presumed that the man 
who left it took a better one. (Laughter.) 
The value of the articles not yet recovered 
amounted to £8 10s. His son’s surgical case 
was forced open, and the contents were 
damaged, as was also a grandfather clock in 
the hall. 2 

Sergeant Oliver gave evidence that, in con- 
sequence of a message received, he went to 
the manse and found McMahon in the pantry. 
When asked if there was anyone else in the 
house he replied: “O'Rourke was upstairs, 
but he jumped out of the window when he 


‘heard you coming below.” The window in 


question was from 50 to 35 feet from the 
ground, and there were marks on the ground 
as if some one had jumped from the window. 

The defendants were allowed bail in £20, 
with two sureties of £10 each.

HUMOURSOFCURIO AND 
OLD BOOKSHOPS.

Some humorous imp of destiny seems to 
take a hand in window-dressing in the old 
bookshops and secondhand repositories 
Peig along the Dublin quays. In the 
bookshops the attraction of opposites makes 
itself very evident at times. ou see queer 
uxtapositions—misery is said to make stran-ze 

fellows, but a curiosity shop window can 
make misery’s most freakish arrangements 
look almost conventional. Imagine a book 
dealing with the life of a bishop, almost new, 
and in quite good condition (the book, of 
course, not the hishop), snuggling up against 
a much worn copy of one of Zola’s novels, 
and “The Tower of London,” opened un- 
vitingly at one of Cruikshank’s illustrations, 


‘sprawling across a dry-as-dust treatise on 


some unpleasant sounding sheep complaint. 
Against a resentful profile of Garibaldi in 
bronze, dangles aggravatingly a beautiful o:d 
Irish silver marrow-spoon, which seems to 
tap the dead hero’s chin in deliberate 
derision. Brooches of the Victorian era, 
like miniature shields, and ponderous car. 
rings lie in a tangled heap along with meda‘s 
of the great war; silver rat-tail spoons ‘ie 
in humiliation alongside tarnished modern 
electro-plate, and on the same chi ped 
famille rose plate with them sit a couple of 
sets of hungry-looking false teeth. 
THE SPIRIT OF ADVENTURE. 

It is very little use to go to these places 
to look for anything special; far better to 
Wareler in and out of shops with an open 
mind, and no fixed determination that you 
are foing to buy. The gods sometimes re- 
ward the spirit of adventure, and you may. 
come across one of those rare treasures for a 
few shillings, that we hear of, but seldom 
see. 

If only the owners of all the very mixed 
commodities on the quays would let people 
root round and spot possible winners for 
themselves, there might be some luck, but 
they are always so polite and helpful, and 
full of offers to show us anything we want. 
They may have been “ had “ before by pur- 
chasers who insist on looking round “ on 
their own.” But the truth of the matter is 
that we are never very sure of our wants 
in places of the kind. The chances are that we 
feel like wanting a good deal if only the 
things were a bit cleaner to handle. Real 
treasures are always found in an incredibly 
dirty condition—that is a well-known fact; 
but then all the grimy valuables on view 
cannot possibly be priceless relics of great 
families, or gems that once adorned a royal 
neck, or a chorus girl’s wrist. How are we 
to distinguish between dirt that is just dirt, 
and dirt that veils beauty and old romance, 
not to mention the possibility that the trea- 
sure, if purchased, may change hands at 
Christie’s for a sum that would cover a week 
in Paris, or a motor bicycle? But, then, 
things like that only happen to other people; 
the nearest we get to such luck is hearing 
about it from their relations.

£10 FINES AT DUNDALK. 

At the Dundalk District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. Kenny, William G. Ritchie, Bally- 
nahinch street, Hillsborough, County Down; 
Thomas Telford, Avon street, Belfast, and 
James Smyth, Hill street, Dundalk, were 
charged with an offence against the Customs 
regulations in connection with the importation 
of a Chevrolet motor lorry into the Free 
State. 

After the hearing of the case fines of £10 
and £1 costs were imposed on each of the 
defendants, with a recommendation that the 
lorry be restored to the owner, Ritchie. 

Mr. J. B. Hamill prosecuted and Mr. P. J. 
O’Hagan defended. 

The defence was that Mr. Telford bought 
pigs extensively, and his employé, Smyth, 
was in the habit of driving a Ford lorry to 
convey the pigs from the fairs. On thet 
night while he was on his way from Belfast 
to Castleblayney the body broke down at 
Hillsborough, and Smyth asked Mr. Ritchie 
to go with him with his lorry to Castle- 
blayney. When Mr. Ritchie asked if there 
would be any difficulty about entering the 
Free State, Smyth said that it would be all 
right. No attempt was made to smuggle the 
car over the border. 


FRENCHMAN FINED AT 
WESTPORT. 

At a Special Court in Westport, Victor D. 
Migon, a French fisherman, was fined £10 
with £2 12s. costs for fishing within the three 
mile limit. 

Superintendent Walsh, who prosecuted, said 
that they had 50 lobster pots, the property 
of the accused, and he asked that they, 
together with the gear, should be confiscated. 

The accused said that he was prepared to

FURTHER CHARGES-: AGAINST 
CIVIL SERVANT. 
(BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

Thomas Hall, described as a civil servant, 
of Shebuartin avenue, Fairview; was charged 
on remand with the forgery of several pay- 
ing orders drawn /‘on the Department of 
Local Government. An additional charge 
of forging a paying order for £15 was 
entered agaiast him.

‘Lhe witness made 
the necessary inquiries from the Munster 
and Leinster Bank, in which Mr. Cleary had 
his account, and, being quite satisfied as to 
his solvency, he made out the bills in ques- 
tion. He identified the defendant, Joseph 
Nelson, as the man who came to the bank 
and signed his name to both bills as James 
Cleary, 36 Amiens street. Subsequently, the 
two bills being renewed, they became 
amalgamated, val at present the sum of £45 
was due. 

A bill for that amount was produced in 
court with the names of Thomas Hall, 106 
Shelmartin avenue, Fairview, and James 
Cleary, 36 Amiens street, signed thereon. 

Detective-Sergeant O'Neill said that Mr.

CHURCH NOTES. 


A magnificent gift by an anonymous donor 
has been received by the Bishop of Truro 
(Dr. Frere) towards the. provision of a 
church at Carbis Bay, near St. Ives. It 
was sent through the post in a registered en- 
velope, which contained seven new £1,000 
Bank of England notes, with a tiny piece of 
paper, bearing the words: ‘For Carbis 
Bay Church’’—only these four words, and 
no clue to the giver. This help comes at a 
most opportune moment, when an attempt is 
being made to provide chureh accommodation 
in the new .places which are growing up 
rotind the Cornish coast. 

The Welsh dioceses have increased from 
four to six since Disestablishment, and there 
arc now seven living Welsh bishops. In 
Hanoverian days Wales was not infrequently 
“bishop-less’’; for the four diocesans 
usually held other appo'ngments and were 
absent in London or elsewhere. Only one 
hundred years ago Bishop Copleston, of 
Llandaff, was also Dean of St. Paul's; 
Bishop Watson spent most of his time plant- 
ing trees in Westmorland, and the notorious 
Bishop Hoadly never set foot in his Diocese 
of Bangor. 

Wesley’s Chapel, City road, is the only 
one built in London by John Wesley, and is 
open every day for prayer and meditation. 
It has just been entirely renovated, with its 
adjoining buildings, at a cost of £14,600, 
and, with the exception of something under 
£1,000, the whole of this outlay has been 
met. In addition, £6,000 has been received 
by way of permanent endowment. The 
building was opened on lÍst' November, 1778, 
and the outside walls, the gallery, the pulpit 
and the Communion rail remain as_ in 
Wesley's time. The adjoining house,.in which 
Wesley lived and died, now. serves as a 
Wesley museum. An increasing number of 
pilgrims from all parts of the world,visit the 
premises. 

An ancient Yorkshire parish is that of 
Guiseley, which the Archbishop of York 
visited recently. He stood im the same pulpit 
that Arehbishop Dolphin stood in 243 years 
ago, and Archbishop Dolphin was the last 


Archbishop of York to visit the church prior . 


to this visit of the present Archbishop. 
Guiseley is one of the ancient parishes of the 
diocese, and its historic church and rectory 
have a great place in the affections of York- 
shire folk. Best of all, Guiseley is a living 
centre of Church life, and it owes an im- 
mense debt to the. inspiring leadership of its 
devoted 'ettor; Canon ' AE

SEA FISH ERI ES. 


DEVELOPMENT.

_Mr. J. D. Rush, of the Department of 
Fisheries, went to Cheek Point. Passage and 
Dunmore -East, Co. Waterford. yesterday, 
and, on behalf of the Minister for Fisheries. 
who was unable to fulfil his engagement, had 
conferences with the fishermen. 

Mr. Rush told the men that the Minister 
had sent him headings of what he had 
intended tp say to them. The Minister felt 
that some of his critics did not realise facts. 
There was an inclination to make a compari- 
son between the Irish fisheries and those of 
Great Britain, although the fisheries of Great 
Britain had been fostered for the past 200 
years by private enterprise. The public was 
often reminded about the “gold mine 
represented by the fisheries around the Trish 
coast. What were the cold facts? The 
main fishing- ground for Europe was the 
North Sea, from which came 45 per cent... of 
the total landings for Europe. The total 
landings from all vessels, including trawlers, 
from the Irish coast would be something less 
than 8 per cent. of the total for Europe. 
Irish fishermen have to depend on the in-shore 
fisheries. consisting mainly of herrings and 
mackerel—both fickle fish—and, in short, the 
fishery was a gamble. The fishermen have 
their uses as the nucleus of a deep sea fish- 
ing community. 

If the Saorstat was to have a fishery of 
economic importance, it must be one dealing 
with deep sea work. 

The Misister often had been asked why 
his Department would not fit out boats 
adapted for that form of fishing. His answer 
was that he was not prepared to recommend 
the advancement of a ,loan, which would 
amount to at least £10,000, to any individual 
fisherman for the provision of a steam 
trawler A vessel of that type was some- 

for the management of which the 
ord{Inary fisherman had not the requisite 
business training. Those vessels could be 
worked “on an economic basis only if there 
was expert shore management, and if the 
boats themselves were worked by companies 
in fleets. so that the bad results of fishing 
by one hoat could be equalised by the suc- 
cess attained by another boat of the same 
fleet, in order to enable the shareholders to 
secure their dividends. 

The Minister felt that there was a future 
for the national fisheries if only some of the 
capital at present invested abroad was taken 
home and utilised for the setting up of 
trawling companies. As it was, the Depart- 
ment was doing all that reasonably could he 
expected of it. Loans were being freely 
given, provided the applicants could find the 
requisite security. . 

In regard to the local fisheries, the Minister 
would point out that there had been a marked 
improvement in the past.12 or 14 vears. The 
total value of landings at Dunmore East, in 
1925 was about £7,000. The value in the 
current year had risen to about £25,000. No 
doubt the greatér part of the fish was landed 
by Scottish asheetinen, but he was not 
inclined to discourage participation of Scots- 
men in the fishing because Scottish ac sú

meant the coming of Scottish buyers, and 
their presence meant increased competition. 
Moreover, the herrings were all marketed on 
the Continent as Dunmore herrings, and thus 
Dunmore got a good advertisement. 

Finally, he would say that if some Irish 
capitalists would come forward and display 
in this industry the interest which was shown 
in it by capitalists in England and Scotland 
that was not investing blindly and foolishly, 
but in a businesslike way—the Department 
would do everything possible to ensure that 
their enterprise would meet with the success 
it deserved. 

Mr. Rush invited the men to formulate any 
request or grievances which they had, promis- 
ing to submit them to the Minister when he 
returned to Dublin. 

The main points raised by the fishermen 
were the necessity for harbour improvement 
at Cheek Point, dredging at Passage and the 
improvement of the water supply at Dunmore 
East.

THE AZORES TERROR.

RIVER WITH BOATS 
DISAPPEARS. 
LISBON, Friday. 


Fow a-small river, with boats and other 
water craft, completely disappeared during 
tha earthquake in the Azores, is told in a 
graphic dispatch from Horta, giving the first 
connected account of the catastrophe. 

The first shock was felt on Tuesday morn- 
ings, says the dispatch, at about 9 o'clock, 
when the daily work had just commenced. 
Suddenly the earth trembled slightly, but 
not sufficiently to alarm the inhabitants. 
They stopped work, however, and a second 
shock followed shortly afterwards, stronger 
and more prolonged. A third and greater 
sinock followed. bringing the greatest 
catastrophe in the history of the Azores. 

Houses fell by hundreds, eens? in the 
poore: parts of the town. ’eople ran in 


streets which soon became blocked. The 
fleeing women carried children in their arms, 
together with belongings that they had 
managed to save from their ruined homes. 
Others were obliged to turn back and made 
frantic searches for their children, some of 
whom were already dead in the ruins of the 
houses. 


PRAYERS FOR MERCY. 

The River Flammengos, which flows through 
the town, was flowing placidly when the third 
shock opened a crevasse in the ground, and 
actually swallowed up the river. The chasm 
in the earth shut agair, and the river was 
seen to have disappeared, as well as the small 
boats and other water craft previously on the 
river. In place of the river there is now 
only a mass of damp earth. This occurrence 
so impressed the people that they knelt in the 
streets and prayed for mercy. 

A fourth shock seriously damaged the 
Flammengos quarter, 400 houses were levelled 
in the space of two minutes. Most of the in- 
habitants had succeeded in escaping before 
this last shock, but a few men had the courage 
to remain and drag the old men and women 
from the ruins, many of whom were injured, 
and some dead. 


CHURCH AND HOME SHAKEN DOWN. 

While this resene work was proceeding 
aiother quake shook the ground, making the 
church and the Home for Poor Children, 
which belongs to it. rock tp the foundations, 
and in three seconds the church and home 
were shaken to the ground. By good luck, 
ihe children inmates of the home were already 
outside, and escaped. 

The ground which was turned up by the 
earthquake is still hot and damp, and the 
despatch declares that the scenes of terror 
‘‘are worthy of the descriptions of a Dante.”

The Council will be composed 
of fourteen members, five permanent and nine 
elective, and though the latter will have an 
absolute majority, if three of them are semi- 
permanent. it is easy to predict the intrigues 
which will be carried on by the Great 
Powers to secure their votes, and how these 
votes will be given in order to ensure re- 
election at the cost, if necessary, of the 
State’s independence, and even of justice. 
In conclusion, the Liberal says that the 
democratic section of the League, which is 
the most numerous, has realised the danger, 
since, if the Council is bad with permanent 
seats, it will be worse with non-permanent 
seats. 
QUESTION OF TANGIER. 
La Nacion, in answer to statements pub-

Since the Kuomintang recently combined

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‘THIRD DEATH IN 
AIR ACCIDENT. 


PILOT AND HIS WIFE 
PERISH TOGETHER. 


A third death has occurred in connection 
with the fall of an aeroplane at Leatherhead 
on Thursday evening during a fog. The 
mechanic, Arnold eene, of Grove road, 
Chertsey, who was taken to hospital in a 
serious condition, died there yesterday. The 
other two occupants of the machine, Captain 
Leavy and his wife, Were so badly burned as 
to be almost unrecognisable. : 

The aeroplane was on its way from Bognor 
to Crystal Palace. Before it started á 
Leavy asked her husband if she might 
accompany him. He agreed, and they and 
the mechanic, Keene, set off for London. 
i Near Leatherhead they ran into a fog, and 
while the machine was flying low it suddenly 
nose-dived and, striking the ground, burst 
into flames. 

A THICK MIST. 

Miss Cissie Gurr, who lives with her 
parents at a farm cottage adjoining the 
meadow where the machine crashed, stated 
yesterday that the mist was so thick at the 
time of the accident that she could see for 
only a few yards. When she sighted the 
aeroplane, it was so low that it only just 
missed the telegraph wires by the roadside. 
Just as she got out of the house the machine 
hit the ground and the petrol tank exploded, 
the aeroplane immediately becoming enveloped 
in flames. She and Mr. Weston, a neighbour, 
rushed to the spot, and by that time Mr. 
Keene, the mechanic, had crawled towards 
the edge of the wreckage. 

‘‘Owing to his injuries,” proceeded Miss 
Gurr, ‘‘ he apparently mistook his direction, 
and as we reached him he was crawling back 
into the flames. We shouted to him and 
managed to get him to crawl towards the 
edge of one of the wings, which I then lifted, 
while Mr. Weston pulled out Mr. Keene.”’ 

Captain Leavy, the pilot, whose Christian 
names are Robert Herbert, lived at Telford 
avenue, London, and is believed to have been 
28 years of age. Mrs. Leavy had a sister at 
Chippenham; Wiltshire, who is said to be a 
school teacher. 

When the police arrived, shortly before 
eight o'clock on Thursday night, the wreckage 
was still burning, and the bodies of the pilot 
and his wife were still in the centre of the 
flames. They were so terribly burned as to 
be almost unrecognisable. 

When the accident occurred, Dr. Candy, of 
Bookham, was out, but his wife immediately 
went to the scene, with others, with a 
stretcher, and did all that she could for the 
injured mechanic before he was taken to 
Leatherhead Cottage Hospital. : 

Yesterday. morni the wreckage was 
inspected by an official of the Air Ministry

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16,690 LEAVE FREE STATE 
IN SIX MONTHS. 
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AIR TRAVEL FIGURES. 
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There was an inward balance of 16,690 
passengers from the Irish Free State to 
Great Britain during the first six months 
of 1926, as compared with an inward 
-balance of 16,859 during the corresponding 
period of 1925. 

This fact is disclosed in the returns of 
passenger movements from and to the 
United” ‘Kingdom during the first six 
months of this year, which are dealt with 
in a special article in the current issue 
of the Board of Trade Journal. 

The number of persons of British nationality 
who left the United Kingdom as passengers 
for places outside Europe during this period 
exceeded the number who arrived as pas- 
sengers from those countries by 42,726. 

In the corresponding periods of 1924 and 
1325 outward balances of 17,412 and 27,626, 
respectively, were recorded. Grouped accord- 
ing to countries of destination, the movement 
of British subjects during the first half 5f 
1926 shows a balance outward of 

26,210 passengers to British North America; 

13,708 yto Australia; and 

5,981 Áo New Zealand, 
while inward balances were recorded fron 
British South Africa, India, including Ceylon, 
and the groups of other parts of the British 
Empire and other foreign countries. 

The movement between the United Kinz- 
dom and the United States showed an out- 
ward balance of 9,523 British passengers .n 
the first six months of this year, as com- 
pared with an outward balance of 8,483. 

As regards the movement of aliens between 
England and non-Kuropean countries during 
the first six months of 1926, an outward 
balance of 6,308 was recorded, as compared 
with an inward balance of 4,214 in the corre- 
sponding half year of 1925. 

In the traffic between the United Kingdom 
and the Continent of Europe, there was an 
inward balance of 31,031 passengers during 
the first half of 1926, as compared with an 
ir ward balance of 33,854 in the corresponding 
period of 1925.

Those passengers arriving the first half 
o' 1926 who were recorded as leaving per- 
manent residence in non-European countries 
ta take up permanent residence in the United 
Kingdom numbered 28,342, as against 30,106 
in the corresponding period of 1925. 

The number of British emigrants to the 
British Empire during the first half of 1926 
was 12.298 greater than in the first six months 
o* 1925; British North America aecounted for 
‘7,114 of this increase. Australia for~3,651, 
and New Zealand for 1.295. 

FEWER GOING TO THE UNITED 
STATES. 

The emigrants of British nationality to the 
United States numbered 28.645 during the 
American fiscal year ended 20th June, 1926, 
as comnared with 31,916 during the year 
ended 30th June: 1925.

“DELEGATE’S REPORT TO

GOVERNMENT CONTROL IN THE 
NORTH CONDEMNED. 


The Government control of the Northern 

egg trade was severely criticised at a con- 
ference, in Dungannon on Thursday evening, 
of egg merchants and shippers representing 
the collecting and handling firms of Armagh, 
Londonderry and Tyrone, at which it was de- 
cided unanimously to form a North of Ireland 
Egg Merchants’ Association, to embrace all 
collectors, buyers and shippers. A committee 
was appointed. 
' Mr. James Stockdale, J.P., Clogher, who 
presided over a large attendance, said that 
they were all loyal subjects, not Bolshevists, 
and their earnest endeavour was to get the 
Government to fall in line with the producers 
and merchants in furthering the industry. He 
was sorry to see that since the Government 
took over control of the Ulster egg trade, not 
only had the restrictions caused a slump in 
prices, but the quantities of eggs had de- 
creased considerably, and there was every 
indication of a further slimp. Government 
control in England has made a mess of 
virtually every industry they interfered with, 
and now a hint had been thrown out that 
the Government wished to crush out a lot of 
the smaller traders. 

They were willing to assist the Minister of 
Agriculture in furthering that great industry, 
but the wishes of the traders would have to 
be considered. The Minister of Agriculture 
was quite willing to assist the traders per- 
sonally, but he was ruled by his subordinates, 
wh¢ knew nothing about the egg industry ; 
ang he might add that there was only one 

cial who knew anything about the trade. 
The Northern Ireland egg trade was second 
only to the cattle-rearing industry, and it was 
the desire and determination of the buyers to 
develop the industry to its fullest extent. 
(Applause. ) 

They would have to take a stand and say 
to the Government, ‘‘ Hands off the egg in- 
dustry.’’ The shippers recognised the great 
competition which they had to face, and any 
exporter not handling the produce properly 
would sbon be out of the trade. 

Mr. Thomas McKenna, Aughnacloy, said 
that, if the Ministry persisted in its present 
attitude, in three years’ time they would have 
no egg industry.

NO IMMEDIATE DANGER OF A 


FAMINE. 

‘There is no danger of a shortage of coal 
in Dublin, provided that there is a settlement 
vi the coal dispute witkin the next five or six 
weeks.” This was the statement made by a 
prominent coal merchant to an J ria, Times 
representative yesterday. i 

The present stocks of coal, he said, are 
adequate to meet all requirements, unless the 
weather gets cold, and there is a rush for 
coal; there is no cause whatever for alarm in 
the immediate future. sah eee 

Constant supplies of coal are arriving in 
Dublin from Germany, Silesia and the United 
States of America, but, of course, owing to 
the high cost of freight, the prices are about 
s. to 25s. per ton more than the average 
price which was paid for British coal. The 
cvlorific value of this foreign coal] is also some- 
what inferior, but, in the ‘circumstances, 
people are fortunate in having a supply of :t, 
even at the enhanced price. ‘The strike 1s 

ésting Ireland a large amount of money in 

the increased price which she has to pay ‘or 
Continental and American coal, and a settle- 
ment of the dispute is anxiously awaited. 
When a settlement is effected, however. it 
will take from ten to fourteen days before 
i.nglish coal can arrive in Dublin. 

As regards the shipments of Continental and 
American coal, it must be recollected” that 
only surplus quantities are exported, and 
when the weather gets cold these countries 
vill require for their own consumption all, or 
nearly all, the coal which they produce. When 
tnat. time arrives thece will undoubtedly be a 
coal shortage in Ireland, unless, in the mean- 
time, the British coal mines are in operation. 

Several other Dublin coal merchants ex- 
pressed similar views. They all are confident 
that, with fine weather, there is no cause 
for anxiety in Ireland as regards coal supplies 
for the next six weeks. What will happen 
after that will be governed to a creat extent 
by the weather prevailing in the countries 
from which coal is now exported. 

At present all of the big manufacturing 
firms have ample coal on hands... The elec- 
trical works and the Gas Company are able 
to carry on, and there is no curtailment in 
these essential services. What applies .o 
Dublin is also applicable to other cities and 
towns in Ireland, but, as it is felt that\a 
settlement of the mining dispute will be 
effected at an early date, there appears to 
be but little danger of a coal famine.

NEW YORK, Friday. 

A new fear has arisen in Mexico, which for 
the moment exceeds the anxiety over the con- 
troversy between Church and State Since 
Congress was convened on Wednesday, it has 
been increasingly plain that the sympathy of 
the Administration is strongly on the side of 
the Labour leaders in pushing to a vote an 
onerous measure, which was all but enacted 
in last year’s session. . 

This opens the possibility that, if Congress 
fails to pass the bill, it may be made law by 
Presidential promulgation. .- 

Business is already suffering from the 
economic boycott, but the present situation 1s 
nothing to what it would be if the proposed 
legislation became effective. Among other 
things, the measure compels employers to 
share profits with their employés, or to pay 
them a fixed bonus. 

TO DECIDE DIVIDENDS, 

It empowers employés’ committees to ex- 
amine employers’ books, and to decide the 
amount to be divided with the workmen, 
and establishes the principle of minimum 
wages, at a level to be determined by work- 
men’s committees. : 

The bill = also 80 

cent. the employés every 
eccncern must Mexican _ citizens, 
it sets up an eight-hour working day, with 
overtime pay; fixes workmen’s compensation 
for injuries, and requires employers to de- 
posit with the Government sums to be deter- 
mined by the President, in order to guarantee 
their own fulfilment of its terms. 

OIL COMPANIES APPREHENSIVE. 

Apprehension is increasing . also among 
foreign oil operators because of their in- 
ability to obtain any modification of the order 
issued on June 8, which conferred wide 
powers upon the Secretary of Industry. By 
the terms of this decree, which apparently 
puts the oil companies at the oe of the 
Administration, without any possibility of 
getting relief from the Courts, the companies 
are required, on receipt of drilling permits, to 
accept any conditions which the Department 
of Industry may impose, and to recognise the 
competence of the Besartencet to pass judg- 
ment upon their rights and titles to property. 

Furthermore, they are required to deposit 
urlimited bonds to cover the value of all the 
oil extracted by them from any property of 
which the titles are in dispute. 

MILLIONS MAY BE DEMANDED. 

Though there is a ray of hope in the intima- 
tion of President Calles that these laws would 
be modified if events warranted a change, the 
de ge ern of the Secretary of In- 
dustry and the fact that the Government has 
left without any answer beyond a bare 
acknowledgment to protests against the de- 
cree, make the companies fearful that the 
Government is planning to question their 
title to the oil lands, and to demand payment 
for the tens of millions of pounds’ worth cf 
oil which they have extracted in the past few 
years.

WHY NO ARREST WAS MADE. 

The Press Association has received the fol- 
lowing official statement from the Home 
Office :—-Emilio Paredes, a seaman, of the 
United States. destroyer Sharkey, died in 
Gravesend Hospital on the 3lst ultimo as a 
result of wounds received in a shooting affray 
on the night of the 26th ultimo in the out: 
skirts of Gravesend. At the inquest, held 
at Gravesend on the 2nd instant, the jury 
returned a verdict of wilful murder against 
Emanuel Smith. a gunner, of the 
United States destroyer Lardner. The cir- 
cumstances of the wounding of Paredes were 
reported to the Home Secretary on Saturday 
last, and he later received an application 
‘from the Ambassador of the United States of 
America that no English warrant should be 
executed against Smith, and an assurance 
that, if this course were followed, the guilty 
person or persons would be dealt with in ac- 
cordance with the United States Navy court- 
martial regulations. 

The Secretary of State considered that in 
the special circumstances of this case a 
United States tribunal would be the more 
conyenient Court, and, in reliance upon the 
assurance of the Ambassador, he has agreed, 
as a matter of international courtesy, that 


in the hands of the United States authorities 
to be dealt with. é 

In coming to this decision the Secretary of 
State had in mind the fact that both the 
accused and the injured seamen belonged to 
the United States Navy, and that\no British 
subject was directly concerned. 


WEALTHY MAN CHARGED

A BORROWED REVOLVER. 

At the Canterbury (Kent) Police Court 
yesterday, Alfonso Francis Austin Smith 
(37) was charged on remand with the murder 
of John Adam Tytler Derham, by shooting 
him on August 12 at a house known as Stella 
Maris at Tankerton, Whitstable, where the 
accused, a wealthy man, lived with his wife. 
They were friends of the deceased man, who 
was a former international rink hockey 
player. 
to jealousy on the part of the accused, who 
alleged undue attention to his wife. 

After the case for the prosceution had: been 
opened, evidence was given as to the accused 
having frequently complained to people that 
Derham had stolen his wife. The writing in 
a letter accusing Derham in the same way 
were identified as that of the accused, who 
had threatened to “ do” for both his wife 
and the deceased. Ho wrote strongly worded 
letters denouncing Derham,

Police evidence was given that the accused 
was under the influence of drink, but was 
not drunk.

Mr. Kimber, for the accused, contended 
that the evidence did not warrant any com- 
mittal beyond one for manslaughter. 

The prisoner was committed on the murder 
charge to the next Assizes. His comment 
was—‘‘ I have nothing to say, except that I 
am not guilty.”

THE REVIVAL OF IRISH. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

S1r,—I have a warm fellow-feeling for that 
most genial and indefatigable of cdon- 
troversialists, the Rector of Coolbanagher; 
for, like myself, he never sees a head but he 
wants to hit it. His arguments against the 
revival of Irish, as expounded in your issue of 
the 2nd inst., are, however, nen? worthy of 
his usual standard of polemical dexterity. 
The learned Rector appears to think it suffi- 
cient to damn a thing to point out that it is 
old: and he is obsessed with the shallow 
modern fallacy that you can reason from the 
material to the spiritual and mental. Thus, 
because we now use motors instead of traps 
and high bicycles, and find them more efficient, 
Mr. Fletcher attempts to make the case that, 
because English is more widespread in Ireland 


than it was.a hundred years ago, that language | 


must be a better means of communicating 
thought than Irish could have been. 

By exactly the same methods of reasoning 
you could prov¢ that the spread of the habit 
of betting spelt*national progress, that it is a 
good thing that the members of Mr. Fletcher’s 
Church do not attend Services as well as their 
grandfathers did, that the Datly Mail is a 
great literary improvement on Addison’s 
‘‘ Spectator,’’ and that jazz music is a higher 
form of art than the compositions of Mozart. 
It is an amazing example of how people's 
—— can blind them to obvious facts to 
1ave the Coolbanager divine declare that 
Irishmen discarded their language because 
they found English a more efficient means of 
communication. Anybody who knows the 
least thing about Ireland or Irish history 
should be able to see the absurdity of that 
contention. Irish wasted in l[reland not 
because Irishmen wanted it to waste, but 
because our people were conquered by a larger 
and more powerful country, and because for 
seven hundred years the conquerors used 
every device—from fire and sword to bribery 
and the school—to extirpate the national 
language. In spite of it all, Irish made such 
an appeal to the Irish mind, and had within 
it such charm and potency, that it still 
survives as a living speech over no incon- 
siderable portion of the country, and all over 
Ireland some of our noblest and best and 
wisest and most learned are toiling and 
moiling and spending themselves to have it 
— to its rightful position in the national 
ife. 

If Irish were not a most vigorous and effi- 
cient method of speech, it never would have 
survived at all; and there could not have been 
created in regard to it that splendid en- 
thusiasm which is sweeping the country. and 
against which Mr. Fletcher and the'like build 
their puny mud embankment in vain. Let 
there be no mistake about it. Ireland has 
made up her mind to have her national 
language restored, and any body or institution 
that tries to stand against that determination 
is going to go down. We shall have our own 
again; and, as an early instalment of it, we 
demand the putting into operation of the 
recommendatjons of the Mulcahy Commission.

Sir,—I do not think I am far wrong when 
I state that 90 per cent. of our people do not 
want Irish revived, and per cent. do not 
want to pay for its revival; yet it is rare to 
meet a man who has the moral courage to 
say so. To put the case for Irish in a nut- 
shell, it is this :—During the régime of the 
‘bloody ” Saxon there was a strong move- 
ment in Ireland to compel the English 
Government to make the language compul- 
sory. Now, to save our faces, we must 
endeavour to be consistent and so put the 
camouflage into operation. As Mr. Fletcher 
says, it would be just as logical to revive éhe 
old-time coat, which, after all, had a tail to 
“dar ” anyone to tread on. 

President Cosgrave is a very brilliant man, 
indeed, and at Waterford yesterday he made 
a very showy feply to the economy critics; 
but all the talk in the world will not alter 
the fact that our present system of Goevern- 
ment is costing 150 per cent. more than that 
by England, and that we are one of the 
highest-taxed nations in the world. In fact, 
the burden of taxation is unbearable; yet in 
this county the teaching of Irish alone adds 
£1,000 a. year to it. It is only a straw, of 
course, but, straws help to break the donkey's 
back. Irish is undoubtedly a beautiful lan- 
guage, and if, by a miracle, we could all 
wake up some morning talking nothing else, 
then the first thing to be done gvould be to 
make English compulsory in our schools. 

First of all, let us make ourselves a 
““going concern,” and in half a generation 
we might be able to entertain fancy subjects. 
Politics and sentiment have such a hold on 
the Irish character that, perhaps, there is no 
country in the world that does less hard 
work in more time than ourselves.—Yours, 
etc., R. W. Coates.

THE LATE SIR GEORGE BROOKE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—In the various notices of the death of 


Sir George Brooke I have not seen any mention 


of his love for, and knowledge of, art. In his 
younger days he was a keen collector of 
prints, but about the year 1900 he went to a 
small exhibition of Nathaniel Hone’s work, 
which attracted him so much that from that 
time he turned his attention to pictures. [ 
often went with him to. the Royal Academy 
and other exhibitions, and to sales at 
Christie’s, and his unerring taste and judg- 
ment were a perpetual wonder to me and, no 
doubt, the result of a natural instinct. 

In a very few years he formed a beautiful 
and interesting collection of pictures, which 
included many of Nathaniel Hone’s best 
works, especially some of his early French 
period; also some by Orpen, Fantin Latour, 
Sarollia, Streeton, Francis James, Hopwood, 
Percy Gethin, Walter Osborne and many 
others.

FOOTBALL CHAMPIONSHIP 
FINAL. 


KERRY vy. KILDARE. 
(BY PAT’O.) 

Having calmly cut the filteens into individuals, 
on respective placings, where I have set Kerryman 
on Kildareman, I am no nearer to the solution of 
this problem, which will be solved at Croke Park 
to-morrow. Never before have country and 
metropolitan feelings run so high; never before 
have two contending teams found so much support 
in their respective counties. 4 
Twenty years ago Gaelic football, following an 
early enthusiasm, had faded from Irish spórt. 
Games were crude and rough and, let it be said in 
blunt language, primitive. Then the Kerry-Kildare 
period came. These counties “ played the game” 
in the best sense of the term. Adopting clean 
tactics, with no want of virility, their matches 
saved the Gaelic code of football from extinction. 
Playing before immense crowds at ‘Tipperary, 
Cork, Thurles and Dublin, they revived an interest 
which has survived many troubled periods. Louth, 
Dublin, Wexford. Galway and Mayo followed 
closely on the Kerry-Kildare lead, but it must be 
said that a certain glamour attaches to the Kildare 
v. Kerry clash of which other finals are bereft. 

Kerry have run through their earlier ‘‘ courses” 
without much difficulty. Promising teams from 
Cork and Cavan have fallen by the 
Kerry won more easily than in any 

championship which ended in victory. 

t of this ‘all-white’ team from Kildare? 
wing a great win over Louth—old opponente— 
dare drew with Dublin in a moderate game 
Tullamore. Qn re-play, Kildare soundly 
thrashed a strong metropolitan team at Maryboro’ 
and improved so rapidly. that they made two 
ambitious and carefully-prepared sides—Wexford 
and Galway—look very serry material. As the 
season progressed, Kildare developed a smooth, 
well-balanced plan of campaign which has won 
countiess supporters.

Whilst Kidare ran a smooth team through the 
championship—every unit dove-tailing—Kerry have 
been re-shuffling their side.

On 
his initiative and resource much depends, and [ 
believe Kerry’s attack will be far better to-morrow 
than it has been recently. Their usual goal-keeper

WOMAN MURDERED! 


IN COUNTY SLIGO. 


SON-IN-LAW IN CUSTODY.

A man named Michael Noone has been 
arrested in the village of Ommeryroe, 
Geevagh, South Sligo, and charged with the 
murder of his mother-in-law, Mrs. Mary 
McDonagh, who was 77 years of age. 

The evidence, which was taken by Dr. 
Quinn, the Coroner for County Sligo, at the 
inquest on Wednesday afternoon, showed 
that the old woman had been confined to 
bed- for the past fortnight. Mary Jane 
Kelly, who had been acting as ‘nurse, stated 
that at three o’clock on Wednenilas morning 
last she heard noises in Noone’s room, and, 
becoming frightened, left the house and 
went to her uncle, Paul Kenny. He walked 
to Noone’s house and heard Noone shouting 
loudly inside, and went for the Civic Guard. 

When Sergeant Drugan and a party of 
the Civic Guard from Geevagh got to the 
house at 5.30 a.m. they heard: Noone shout- 
ing inside. Entering by the back door, they 
saw Noone lying on the floor, shouting 
loudly. 
the body of the old woman. The head and 
face were badly battered. They asked Noone 
to dress, but he continued to shout. for a 
time. He was bronght to the barrack, and, 
when charged with the murder, said that he 
would not say anything until he saw the 
priest. ‘I don’t know what time it was,” 
he added. “ I just jumped out of bed.” 

A little son of the prisoner said that he 
was awakened by hearing his father roaring 
while he Jay on the floor. After a time his 
father went to Mrs. McDonagh’s room, 
where he shouted and danced. - 

The jury, in returning a verdict of wilful 
murder against Michael Noone, added that 
he was temporarily mw ll at the time of the 
murder. Í 

Noone was brought up at a Special Court 
and remanded to the next Court at Bally- 
farnon.

FOUR MEN REMANDED. 

At the Ennis District Court yesterday, 
four men of the farming class—Peter 
McCormack, .John Joseph Lynch, Patrick 
Linnane (‘‘Colfie’’) and Patrick Lysaght—all 
from the Kilfenora district, were remanded 
in custody for a week on the capital charge. 
They were .accused of having murdered 
Mrs. Margaret Wlmartin, at Meggagh 
Barron, on 17th June, 1922, and with having 
conspired to murder her husband, Stephen 
Kilmartin, 

Chief Superintendent O’Duffy represented 
the Civic Guard, and the State Solicitor, Mr. 
James Lynch, prosecuted. 

The only evidence tendered was that of 
Dr. J. H. Counihan, Ennis, who made a 
post-mortem examination of the body of 
Mrs. Kilmartin immediately after the 
murder. He said that death was due to a 
bullet wound through the skull. 

Mr, FF Cullinan, solicitor for the 
accused, applied for their admission to bail, 
pointing out that the charge was w very 
ancient one, and tha the State had not 
submitted any evidence whateverconnectinz 
the accused with the affair. 

The State Solicitor replied that he under- 
tgok to give evidence at the next Court 
Dinisthine the accused with the actual 
murder, and he strongly opposed bail. 

Acting District Justice Conroy remanded 
the prisoners in custody,

GROSS CRUELTY BY CHILDREN. 

Condemnation of “the manner in which 
people are allowed to frequent’ slaughter- 
houses was uttered by Sir George Cockburn, 
Chairman of the Leeds Juvenile Court, yester- 
day, when two boys, aged eight and nine, 
were charged on remand with maiming seven- 
teen calves, which were in a loose box net. to 
a slaughter-house. 

Mr. Capes, the Leeds Education Officer, said 
that both the children were reported to be 
below the average in intelligence, but were 
not mentally defective. I 

The Chairman said that he had yisited the 
slaughter-house, as well as others, and had 
spoken to the slaughtermen. Although the 
two children had committed this terrible 
crime, they had been sinned against as well 
as having sinned. They lived near to a 
slaughter-house, and had made it a place of 
resort, and had been allowed to use a bas 
to inject air into carcases. The boys knew 
everything about slaughtering. It was all 
too terrible, and if necessary the law should 
be altered. The boys’ homes were far from 
satisfactory, and in their own interests they 
would be sent to industrial. schools till they 
were sixteen. 

The fathers begged for the children to be 
returned to them, and both boys cried fran- 
tically and promised to be good. 

The Chairman said that, his heart was torn, 
but he could not alter his decision.

FOUND DEAD WITH CAN TIED TO 
+ ITS TAIL. 

At Thomastown District Court on Thurs- 
day, three young !. n named Richard Phelan, 
William Barron, aix! Michael McEvoy, Ballv- 
duff, Inistioge, were charged with eruelly ill- 
treating and tort:ving a donkey, which died 
as a result of the treatment. 

John White, Inistioge, stated that the 
animal, which was worth £3 10s. or £4, 
strayed from Kilmacshane on the 7th July 
last, and was found dead bv the roadside on 
the 10th, with a tin can tied to its tail. 

Guard Mannix, Inistioge, gave evidence 
that when he questioned the three defendants, 
McEvoy and Phelan adfnitted that they had 
tied the tin can to the donkev’s tail and 
turned him out on the road. McEvoy further 
admitted that he chased the donkey up and 
down the road on a bicycle. Barron refused 
to make any statement. 

McEvoy, on being sworn, stated that when 
he made the statement to the Guard he was 
excited. He denied that he chased the 


donkey, which was “ kettled,’”’ ran in front 
of him on the road. cá 

In reply to District Justice McCabe, he 
said that he did not consider it his business 
to remove the can from the donkey’s tail. 

‘* Perhaps, if you gave a little time in jail, 
you would think differently,’’ retorted the 
Justice. 

At this stage the Justice announced his in- 
tention @f sending the three defendants to 
jail, and/requested the Civic Guard not to 
permit them to leave the Court. 

Phelan and Barron denied on oath that 
they ‘‘ kettled '” the donkey, or did anything 
to cause its death. 

Nicholas Prendergast, farmer, Kilmacshane, 
stated that he assisted the owner to bury the 
donkey, which was much swollen, as if it had 
died from over-feeding. If it had died from 
ac hdc ay of being overrun it would be very 
** slack.”’ 

Thomas Gaffney stated that Phelan ant 
Barron were in his employment, and were 
well-conducted, honest young men. He had 
seen the donkey at midday on the 9th Julv, 
and "there was a tin can tied to its tail. He 
did not remove the can. On one cccas.on 
he had ‘‘ kettled ” a donkey for sport. 

Mr. Langris§®, solicitor for the defendants, 
asked the Justice to take into consideration 
the low standard of humanity prevailing in 
the country regarding the treatment of dumb 
animals, especially donkeys. 

The Justice said that he had been seriously 
considering whether he would send the de- 
fendants to jail for three months. It was a 
most degrading case, and the défendants de- 
served imprisonment. Mr. Langrishe had 
very truly stated that the standard of 
humanity in the country in relation to the 
treatment of dumb animals was verv low, 
but if they were ever to succeed in raising 
that standard, it was by imposing a te 
of imprisonment in such cases. He would 
fine the defendants £3 each and costs. 

Superintendent O'Sullivan pointed out to 
the Justice that hs had power to grant com- 
pensation to the owner of the donkey. 

The Justice altered the penalty to a fine 
of £2, and ordered each of the defendants to 
pay £1 5s. compensation to the owner.
